The assassination of Goebel was the 
climax of a great political contest. Not 
in modern American history anywhere 
was there a more heroic or tragic strug- 
gle. That it left its sting is evidenced 
by the fact that it is difficult to wean a 
Kenti.ckian from his disrelish of the 
subject. 

Kveryone will remember how Goebel 
fou K ht so valiantly against the politi- 
cally entrenched Louisville & Nashville 
railroad— of how he was sworn in as 
Governor on his death bed, and died 
with words of pardon for his enemies on 
his lips. 

Goebel, who was the pioneer pro- 
gressive of the S "'th — he was the 
pioneer of railroad rate regulation in 
the country— was the most maligned 
and misunderstood character in Ameri 
can history. He fought his way bitterly 
through prejudices strong enough to 
deter most men, and waged war against

Beckham hardly had time to totmu- 
late his policies, ufter (joebel's death 
when he was obliged to stand for an 
other election.

We ure paylni; by taxation over 
three million dollars annuully out ol 
the State Treasury, to say nothing ol 
local taxation and oilier contributions 
for the support of our public schools. 

It is a question If one-third of It Is 
not wasted by incompetdnce and In- 
difference not to mention possible 
graft in one form or another. 

As a sample of what has been Koing 
on. I very recently had occasion to 
look over a batch or I 'tiers from a 
number of County Superintendents ol 
our State. 1 ran across .one reporting 
some trouble In iaa sale of schools. 
Asking what on earth that meant, the 
reply was, "Why haven't you heard ol 
that before?" I said "in God's name, 
no; what does it mean?" "Why." they 
•aid, "that has bajM complained of for 
years, but It Is not as bad now as it 
has been." 

It seems the trustees would sell the 
privilege to teach his school to the 
teacher who would agree to give him 
the largest part of her salary. It is 
reported 1 hat In some cases trading in 
schools has been quite a profitable 
side issue. Was there ever anything 
more infamous': A man that would 
do it ought to be sent to the peniten- 
tiary for a thousand years. Another 
case of ■ combine, three teachers were 
applicants for a school, the final agree- 
ment was that each should teach a 
third of the time, thus giving the poor 
children the benefit of a rapid change 
in teachers. 

Another case (and this was not In 
the mountains, either), a vacancy oc- 
curred, iwo applicants presented them- 
selves, one was a graduate of a Nor- 
mal school with I full ceniflcare, the 
oilier a > tmng girl scarcely through 
the High school; the rchool was given 
to the young girl. Some of the few 
curious enough to investigate found 
the girl's father owed the superintend- 
ent a d( lu and had promised payment 
out cf 1 lie girl's salary. 

In one of our richest counties, where 
a bunch of trustees were gathered 
with some patrons 10 talk over condi- 
tions, one of the trustees arose and 
pleaded lor help, saying that he was 
elected by one vote and he had to go 
out and hunt up that man to vote for 
him in order to get there at all. 

When it is realized that these dis- 
trict trustees, of whom there are 
about 8,0ul> in the State, constitute the 
most vital part of our educational ma 
chine, is it any wonder that the State 
is retarded in her growth and ad 
vancement. 

I would not be understood as con- 
demning all trustees; we have many 
good ones, who are honestly trying to 
do their full duty, but unfortunately 
these kind are not In the majority. 

Now whose fault is this? It belong*. 
more or less to all of us, but primarily 
to the parents of the children who are 
too indolent or Indifferent to even go 
to the polls and vote lor the right kind 
of a trustee, and take enough active 
interest in the conduct of their schools 
to see that they are conducted on an 
efficient basis. 

When this office Is filled with one 
of the best men In each district, then 
we shall see such a development of 
our schools and State as has not been 
dreamed of. There will be about 4,000 
trustees elected in the first days of 
August next. Now will the people see 
that good men are put In or will they 
continue to neglect it and lot it ha 
filled with ne'er do wells, the incompe- 
tent or those who have "axea to 
grind?" 

The wonder Is not that we bars 
droughts, and other calamities but 
that the God of Heaven does not smite 
ua from the face of the earth.

Washington CJeorge Kennan, ex- 
plorer and lecturer, recently . omnium 
cated to the National geographic so- 
ciety, at Washingion. the intorinatlou 
that Korea built steel-clad battleships 
25u years before the Monitor and Mer- 
rimac were created. The Hermit king- 
dom wan using movable type aud as- 
tronomical instruments from the 
twelfth to the fifteenth centuries and 
employing explosive bombs long be 
fore they were known In Kurope He 
liolnts out that the famous Japanese 
Satsuma pottery was made originally 
by Korean workmen, who were Import- 
ed into the mikado's kingdom.

The Shinto religion of 
the empire has as its cardinal prln 
ciples purity of blood, spirit and en 
viroiimeiit. Japan was not exposed to 
the acourgw and plagues that Korea's 
dirt and tilth brought upon her. The 
feudal system sprang up in Japan, 
causing authority to be respected and 
discipline to be develo|»ed. 

"In l'Jlu. Japan annexed Korea 
Prior to thai time, as many deatiis as 
900 a day had occurred In the city of 
Seoul alone; shortly afterwards not as 
many people died from Ihe plague in 
the whole kingdom In one year. Japan 
forcibly vaccinated MM.MI people in 
one year. One hundred and sixty-eight 
courts were established. gi\ing author 
ity to 13,0110 gendarmes. Hundreds of 
miles of roads are being built. Affor- 
estation on an extensive scale is being 
011. To encourage the silk 
industry 13.000.uu0 mulberry 
tree seedlings were set out in one 
year. State and private hanks were 
established 'Ihe postal savings «ys 
ti ni was installed and one in every six 
families has a savings account. The 
people, at lirst suspicious, have k ari.eij 
that they will get their money back 
whenever tliey ask for It. In the llrst 
year after the Japanese occupancy, the 
rice crop was doubled, and Ihe wheat 
and barley crops grew from 14,000,000 
to 311,000,000 bushels. The Japanese 
have built a model village in every 
province and are encouraging people 
to build blmilur villages throughout 
the kingdom." 

Mr. Kennan points out that Korea 
has ihe same geographical advantages 
as a great portion of the eastern part 
of the 1'nited States. "She is Just as 
well fitted to be the home of healthy .
